Applicants hereby petition for the withdrawal of the recorded Terminal Disclaimer 
filed October 4, 2004. This petition is accompanied by the fee set forth in 37 C.F.R. 
§ 1.17(h) 

In the present case, the Examiner rejected claims 1 and 27 under the judicially 

created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting over claim 1 of U.S. Patent No. 

6,585,962, and provisionally rejected claims 1-4, 8-14, 21, 23, and 27 under the 

judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable 

over claims 2-13,1 8-21 , and 23 of copending Application No. 1 0/086,248. In response 

to this rejection, Applicants filed a Terminal Disclaimer on October 4, 2004, to render 

these rejections moot. 
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
